Winnipeg. — Following the first 
really serious conflict between return- 
ed soldier constables acting in place 
of the regular police force, which was 
dismissed by the police commission 
following refusal to pledge themselves 
to refrain from joining sympathetic 
strikes, seven arrests were made.

To Sow Seeds Of Revolution 


Bolsheviki Secret Agents in Every 
City Throughout U.S. and 
Canada ai 
Boston, Mass. — There are over 
173,000 Bolsheviki secret agents work- 
ing in the United States and Canada 
at the present time, according to Gen. 
Dobrjansky, of the National Russian 
army, Who is in Boston on a mission 
for the Omsk government to interest 
leaders of opinion in the movement to 
fight Bolshevism in America as well 
as in Russia, and to help gain recog- 
Fis -_ 
nition for the Omsk government by 
the allies. "The General was head of 
the technical department of the Rus- 
sian Ministry of War before the Bol- 
shevik revolution, and was very in- 
strumental in saving the vast milftary 
stores of the allies collected at Vladi- 
vostock and elsewhere, valued atover 
$850,000,000, He fled from Russia dis- 
ised as a workman, to Siberia via 


Bolsheviki gained power, and 
thus was able to help the allies in Si- 
beria. 

He declared that there is a 
world-wide menace from the Bolshe- 
viki doctrine, which is being propa- 
gated with stolen Russian gold by 
means of secret agents in every man- 
ufacturing and mining city and town 
and seaport throughout the United 
States and Canada. He declares that 
these agents have divided the two 
countries into districts, in each of 
which a soviet is to be established 
after existing governments are oyer- 
thrown.

FIRE IN LIVERPOOL DOCKS 


LONDON, June 17.—A_ big fire 
broke out on the Alexandria docks in 
Liverpool last night. Warehouses 
stored with timber, cotton, oil, 400 
barrels of turpentine and other in- 
flammables burned fiercely for hours 
and are still burning. Several. vessels 
were safely removed from the danger 
zone, but a blazing roof from one 
warehouse fell on the American steam- 
ship Norlinda, which was badly dam- 
aged. The crew of the ship escaped. 
Newspaper dispatches estimate the 
damage at £1,000,000. 


PARIS, June 17.—The council of 
10 of the peace conference received 
the Turkish peace mission in the 
cloakroom of the Quai d’Orsay this 
morning.

NEAR PETROGRAD 


Fortress of Kronstadt on Fire— 
Bolshevik Warships Will 
Surrender 


LONDON, June 17.—The north 
Russian staff directing operations 
against Petrograd reports the 
fortress of Kronstadt, on the Gulf 
of Kronstadt, northwest of Petro- 
grad, to be on fire, according to 
a Helsingfors dispatch to the 
Daily Mail, which was filed on 
Sunday. Seven Bolshevik war 
ships have hoisted the white flag, 
the dispatch states, and will sur- 
render to the British squadron 
operating in the Gulf of Finland. 
Several forts near the fortress of 
Kronstadt have also raised the 
white flag, it is said. 

The capture of the fortress of 
Krasnayagorka, across the bay 
from Kronstadt, the occupation of 
which by White Guards was an- 
nounced from Stockholm yester- 
day, will, it is said, enable the 
north Russian force to strengthen 
its thrust against Peterhof and ad- 
vance quickly on a wide front. 
Bolshevik garrisons near Kras- 
nayagorka went over to the White 
Guards yesterday. The north 
Russian force has ‘taken during 
the present campaign 22,000 prist 
oners and 87 cannon.

German Delegate Admits That To the Ratepayers M. D. 


‘Resistance Would Be 
Useless 


PARIS, June 17.—(Havas)—One 
of the German delegates to the 
peace conference is quoted by the 
Echo de Paris today as declaring 
before he left with the other mem- 
bers of the mission for Weimar 
last evening that Germany would 
sign the peace treaty. She would 
sign, he declared, because she 
knew that the heads of the allied 
governments were in perfect ac- 
cord on the consequences which 
would follow a refusal to accept 
the terms, and that orders had 
been given for the advance in that 
event on June 24, of an allied 
army of 600,000 men.

man delegation. Some of them 

regret that certain of the conces-

He said he believed Postmaster- 
General Burleson’s order of Saturday 
granting right of collective bargaining 
to electrical and telephone workers 
which prevented a strike, except on 
the Pacific coast, would apply to the 
telegraph operators and would tend 
to simplify the situation.

During 1918 the Division of 
Dead Letters received 14,451,953 
picces of first class mail, an increase 
of 837,026 over the previous year. An 
unusual number of suitcases and trav- 
elling bags without address also came 
in to this division. 

Cheques, drafts, money orders and 
other valuable enclosures of the face 
value of $4,194,839 were received in 
letters and $177,638 in actual maney. 
Of this, $37,918 could not be traced 
and delivered, and consequently was 
turned into the treasury. The net 
revenue of the dead letter service dur- 
ing the year was $81,563, an increase 
of $22,298 over 1917,

British Empire 
Model Democracy 


Americans Learning About Methods, 
Finding Much Worth 
Copying 


“That Americans who think have 
been learning much about Britain and 
British methods that was new to them 
and finding much worth copying, was 
the statement recently made by Dr. 
J. S. Kirtley, who is at present sup- 
plying the pulpit at the First Baptist 
church, - ; 

_ Speaking on the strange phenom- 
ena presented by the ideals which 
had f o long governed the Are 
uationtind which had inspired the 
war, he said that one of the. basic 
mistakes was the blind belief in the 
divine right of kings, The continu- 
ance of such a doctrine had been 
made impossible in Britain when the 
barons met their king at Runnymede 
and forced him to sign the great Mag- 
na Charta, 


“There is a great difference between 
your king and other kings,” consinued 
Dr. Kirtley. “You know better than 
I do (and have known it longer than 
I have) that King George would fall 
from his throne within a few days if 
he ever attempted to ‘rule’ the people 
as the term is generally understood. 
You call him your ruler it is true, but 
he is in fact the representative head 
of all the people, not only in Britain, 
but throughout the whole empire. 

“It is my definite conviction — that 
the system which you have goes 
further toward real democracy than 
does even our own system of which 
we Americans think so highly. We 
too have our representative rulers — 
but we have many of them. Then 
we have one whom we call our Pre- 
sident, who is really the chief ruler. 
Behind him stands the whole nation. 
He is our representative head and our 
chief executive. But there is just this 
difference, Besides appointing him as 
our re entative, weyalso give him 
full chive authority, You acknow- 
ledge your king as your representa- 
tive. What is done in his name is 
acknowledged to be in your behalf, 
But you do not give him exccutive 
authority. You virtually keep that in 
your own hands, exercising that auth- 
ority through other and specially cho- 
sen representatives, That is where in 
my conviction the British system is 
even far more democratic than our 
own, + do not think I am alone in 
this, but it is only through the special 
circumstances of the last thrée or four 
years that we are realizing these 
things.”
